CONTRACT | 
VOTE ‘TUESDAY 


Voters in the Lower Tule River 
Irrigation District will go to the 
polls Tuesday, March 6, to vote. 
on @ proposed contract with, the 
United States of America, through 
the bureau of reclamation, for the 
delivery of irrigation water an- 
nually from the Friant-Kern Canal 
of the Central Valley project. 

The contract on which approval 
is sought gives the district the 
right to purchase a maximum of 
40,000 acre feet of class 1 water 
and 274,000 acre feet of class 
2 water annually. This would give 
the district an estimated average 
supplemental water supply of 170, 
000 acre feet, district officers said. 


Anton Simonich, president of 
the district board, explained that 
Class 2 water is not a firm supply 
and cannot be depended upon 
for 100 per cent delivery every 
Year. 

The maximum cost under the 
Proposed contract that can be 
charged by the Government is 
$3.50 per acre foot for Class 1 and 
$1.50 per acre foot for Class 2 
water. The average delivery of 
Class 2 water would be 130,000 
acre feet annually. 

The Lower Tule River Irriga- 
tion district, organized in January 
1950, covers 102,000 acres. ex- 
tending from Oetlle road, two and 
a half miles west of the Friant- 
Kern canal on the east, to the 
Kings county line on the west, 
and from Rankin field near Tu- 
lare, on the north to Hesse avenue,

It appears the state legislature 
will not reorganize our antiquated 
division of fish and game after 
all. It seems as if the attorney 
general’s office is of the opinion 
that such a procedure would be 
unconstitutional. 


This being the case, the job will 
then no doubt fall back on the 
fish and game commissioners and 
the plan these five men adopted 
last summer but held in abeyance 
because of legislative action. 


The commission plan as out- 
lined gives little satisfaction to 
the reader and it does not appear 
to indicate any sweeping reforms 
for more efficient operation. It 
does not contemplate divorcing 
| the division of fish and game 
|from the department of natural 
| resources which one of the senate 
| bills proposed to do. 


The commission plan establishes 
districts but we have those now 
‘although in hap-hazard fashion. 
: The commissioners would create a 
| Chief of the division instead of 
our present executive officer. The 
plan calls for assistant chiefs fer 
various operations whereas we 
now have bureau chiefs. 

About the only radical change 
we can find is that the commission 
|plan will estaBlish regional man- 
agers. At the present time Fresno

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wardens; one for fish hatcheries; 
.one-for fish management; one for 
licenses and one for game manage- 
ment. It isn’t clear if-the game 
manager has complete charge of 
the game farm or only the game 
in the field. 


As of now our district division, 
for game, patrol and fish is not 
uniform. For instance our Fresno 
district wardens have areas the 
same district fish and game men 
dotnot. The game men have dis- 
tricts where our regional wardens 
and fish men do not operate and, 
vice versa. In short, it is some- 
what of a messed up affair for 
the sportsmen to try and figure 
out who’s who and why. 

Overlapping, questionable juris- 
diction, public confusion, pétty 
jealousy, dual control, restrictions, 
freedom of action, orders and lack 
of instructions certainly does not 
add up to better fishing and hunt- 
ing for the little guy paying the 
bill with his license dollar. It 
is for this reason the sportsmen 
are very much concerned over this 
reorganization question. 

Current talk is that the legis- 
lature may initiate some constitu- 
tional amendment for a vote of 
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the people to reorganize the divi- 
sion of fish and game. 

Earlier this week we had a 
luncheon meeting with Fish and 
Game Executive Officer EB. L. 
Macaulay and arrived at @ very 
gratifying arrangement. About the 
middle of April, the executive of- 
ficer, the head office bureau chiefs 
and the regional top fish and game 
men will meet with the officers 
of the various sportsmen’s clubs 
in the San Joaquin valley. for a 
round table open forum. The meet- 
ing will probably be held in Fres- 
no for Merced, Madera, Fresno, 
Tulare, Kings and Kern county
